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ATHLETICS 


SAGINAW vs. ITHACA. 


With a gale blowing across the field at a rate of forty miles an houh and 
a field which might be better called an Irish bog, Saginaw defeated Ithaca 
high at Ithaca after a slow but hard fought game. The Ithaca team was рет- 
haps the heaviest team that Saginaw has encountered this season. A center 
of 240 pounds, a backfield averaging 170, with the rest of the line but a trifle 
less, their weight would have been a credit to any college, but their know- 
ledge of foot pall could be compared to our grammar school elevens. By 
reason of the heavy field and the gale nothing but straight football was em- 
ployed, wherein the beef of Ithaca told very plainly. However, the Saginaw 
line fought for every inch they advanced and so always managed to keep 
them clear of Saginaw's goal line. Through good line plunging by Baskins 
and Gaudreau the ball was finally carried within eighteen yards of Ithaca's 
goal from where Gaudreau placed a pretty drop kick between the goal posts. 

The rest of the game was mere wading thru mud and water with the ball 
in Ithaca’s territory most of the time. Neither teams was able to come near 
each other's goal and the game ended with a score of 

Saginaw 3. Ithaca 0. 


BAY CITY vs. SAGINAW. 


Bay City eastern came up to play Saginaw, "(as they thought)" to a 
stand still, but it was just the other way, for Saginaw outplayed them at 
all stages of the game, and when Eastern walked from Alumni field they had 
won one of the flukiest victories which a foot ball eleven had ever won. 
After being tossed about and having the ball inside their own thiry yard line, 
thirty to forty minutes of actual playing, they succeeded in crossing Saginaw's 
line for a touchdown on a fluke. 

Saginaw was three times within Bay City’s five yard line and attempted 
six field goals. The Saginaw backs ripped through their heavy line, which 


the down river boys presented, at will and tore off gains from ten to 


twenty yards. 
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In the fourth quarter with two minutes left to play, Saginaw took the 
ball to Bay City’s three-yard line, but were penalized. Then Billy Schultz 
got the ball and the whistle blew. Umpire Munson had called Saginaw for 
off-side. With blowing of the whistle, the Saginaw players stopped and did 
not attempt to tackle Schultz who kept on and crossed the line for the touch- 
down. 

Bay City’s claim to the state champianship received a decided set-back 
after their performance in this game. If Detroit Central or Muskegon ever 
could get their hands on Bay City there would not be enough Bay City 
players left at the end of the game for them to continue to play.

ARTHUR HILL vs. SAGINAW. 


Arthur Hill High’s foot ball eleven went down to its 16th annual defeat 
at the hands of Saginaw High Thanksgiving afternoon at Eagle Park. 

It was just 124 pounds of foot ball beef, answering to the name of 
“June” Robertson, who was mainly responsible for the victory. The ball 
was on Saginaw’s 25-yard line when the diminutive half-back was called 
upon, He got through the line and with Fesler, List and Davis as inter- 
ferance, started down the field, but had gone but 15 yards when their second- 
ary defense came in upon him. He started to the side lines and just before 
reaching the backs, dodged in and was apparently safe, the two interferers 
doing some pretty blocking. Just before crossing the line, Ippel, who had 
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raced across the chalkmarks, was about to tackle when Fesler blocked him 
and the goal wass crossed after a great run of 85 yards. 

. Only once after that did either side have a real chance to score and that 
was just before the close of the game when Arthur Hill pluckily forced 
the fight to within the shadow of the Saginaw goal posts. With the ball 
inside the five yard line there was a fumble on the next play and the two 
teams piled up. Saginaw recovered however, and on the next play punted 
out of danger. 

Robertson, Fesler, Gaudreau and Capt Baskins were the bright lights 
for Saginaw, and Buell and Gregory for Arthur Hill. 

How the game was played: 

Capt. Buell won the toss and chose to defend the north goal. Baskins 
kicked off to Ippel who was tackled so hard that he dropped the ball, but 
one of his team-mates recovered it. Ippel punted on the next down to 
Robertson who returned five yards. A few line plays brought small gains, 
and a forward pass was intercepted on the 25-yard line. Ippel made three 
yards on a cross buck; Seymour added two. Gregory was sent around Sag- 
inaw's right end but failed to gain. 

It was Saginaw's ball on the blue and gold 45-yard line. French circled 
Walker for five yards. Gandeau played through the line for 10 more. Bas- 
kins fumbled and Gregory recovered the spheriod. Gregory went around 
Fesler for three yards and time was taken out for the Arthur Hill halfback. 
Ippel tried List for a yard. Baskins got Ippel's kick in midfield but was 
downed in his tracks. Robertson sprinted 16 yards around Lorenzo. 'Time 
was called ‘with the ball in Saginaw's possession on Arthur Hill's 37-yard 
line. 

Score—Saginaw 0, Arthur Hill 0. 

Second Quarter. 

Arthur Hill was off side and Saginaw not up on the line. Saginaw's 
on-side kick was blocked and it went outside on Arthur Hill's 40-yard line. 
Arthur Hill fumbled but recovered for a four-yard gain. Ippel made four 
off Steckert. Seymour was thrown for a two-yard loss and the ball went 
over. Lorenzo threw Robertson for a yard loss. French circled Walker 


for five yards. Baskins made three and the ball went over, Ippel advanced 


"three and Gregory made a yard and Seymour two more. Arthur Hill 


fumbled and Fettig recovered. On a fake punt Baskins made three yards 
around Walker, Baskins punted to Seymour, who was downed in his tracks 
on his own 38-yard line. Seymour failed to gain and Gaudreau got Ippel's 
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on-side kick. Gaudreau hit Sworthout for a dozen yards. Gaudreau fumbled 
and it was Arthur Hill's ball on the 40-yard line. Fesler intercepted a for- 
ward pass, Walker threw Gaudreau back two yards while Baskins on the 
next play made four. Baskins punted to Gregory who returned five yards. 
Ippel punted on the first down and Gaudreau carried the leather back ten 
yards. French made three around Lorenzo and time was called. 
Score—Saginaw 0; Arthur Hill 0. 
Third Quarter. 


Buell kicked off to French who fumbled but List gathered up the ball 
and by a pretty run carried the ball to the 30-yard line. Robertson reeled 
off 18 yards around Lorenzo. Baskins tried center for a yard. French lost 
a yard trying to circle the end. Baskins punted to Ippel who returned eight 
on a cross buck off tackle. Gregory made first down. It was Arthur Hill's 
first down with the ball in mid-field. Gregory made a five around Fesler and 
Seymour made a yard through tackle. Ippel punted to Baskins, who re- 
turned to the 30-yard line. Baskins punted back to Ipple who was downed 
in his tracks by Fesler. Walker lost a yard on a left shiftplay. Gregory ` 
got back the distance at right end. Ipple punted to Robertson who was 
downed in his tracks. Gaudreau made eight but a Saginaw lineman had 
again failed to get up on the line of scrimmage and the ball was placed on 
the 25-yard line. On the next play Robertson was sent between Sworthout 
and Walker and was never downed, crossing the goal line after a great run 
of 5 yards. Fesler, Davis and List all gave great interference to the midget 
halfback, especially Fesler who by pretty blocking put Ippel, the best man 
on the Arthur Hill team out of the play. 

There was an argument, Arthur Hill claiming that the little halfback 
had run out side, but as the head lineman decided in favor of Saginaw 
the score was allowed. Baskins failed at goal.

Fourth Quarter. 

Buell's on-side kick rolled to Saginaw's 35-yard line before Gaudreau 

recovered it. Gaudreau made six and Baskins failed to gain The East Side 


captain punted to Ippel, who returned 15 yards. Ап outside kick from 
Gregory's toe rolled over the goal line. Gaudreau fell on it. Saginaw put the 


ball in play by scrimmage on the 25-yard line. French got a yard around 
Walker. Baskins made seven on a fake kick. Baskins punted to mid-field 
where Buell finally got the ball. Ippel lost a couple on a double pass. A 
forward pass failed and Buell kicked on the next play, the ball roling outside 
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of Saginaw’s 42-yard line. Robertson was laid out but resumed play. 


Gaudreau made a fine right tackle on a fake kick. Gaudreau fumbled but 


recovered. Saginaw was penalized five yards for being off-side. A yard 
was lost when the play which scored Michigan’s touchdown against Penn- 
sylvania was tried, Robertson carrying the ball. Baskins punted to Ippel 
who was downed on his own 35-yard line. 

The only successful forward pass of the game, Buell to Gregory, netted 
15 yards. Seymour made two off Walker. Ippel punted to Gaudreau who 
returned to his own 20-yard line. Baskins shot around Lorenzo for 25 
yards. Gregory finally nailing him. Gaudreau made five yards for first 
down. Baskins made six over center and French fumbled on the next play. 
Arthur Hill recovered; a forward pass failed; and Buell’s punt rolled past 
the Saginaw backs with Gaudreau finally recovering it only two yards from 
the black and gold line. The ball was passed and umbled and а fierce 
scramble ensued, but when the referee piled off the men it was а black 
jersey that covered the leather. Baskins punted on the next down to the 
25-yard line and the game was Over.

Аз а result we have “Young” Jacks and Boville unanimously given 
the end positions, all critics selecting these men. Blocklock is unanimously 
chosen tackle while all but one chose Lamareaux as his running mate, the 
other choice is Smith of Detroit, receiving the place. The guards selected 
are: Peacock and Schelegmilch, both of Detroit, the same critic who dis- 
sented on Lameraux, choosing P. Smith of Bay City (E), and our own 
“Fat” Hughes, but in view of the heavy majority against these men it is 
to be feared that his attempts was to embrace many schools rather than 
select the best men. At center, Whaley of Saginaw, receives two;Newbold 
of Ann Arbor and Wing of Kalamazoo, each one. “Big” Jacks of Muskegon, 
is the other choice. Clark gets three votes and Daryell of Grand Rapids, two 
for quarter back. 

Field and Gault are chosen halves, while В. Jacks of Muskegon, gets the 
full back position. 
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It is greatly to be regretted that Bay City Eastern did not come more 
prominently to the attention of the state through better games, its games 
with Saginaw being about the only real opposition this sterling aggregation 
had in the past season. H. Schultz is picked by one man for right half 
but Fields of Grand Rapids, is a vastly superior. player. C. Smith of that 
school receives no mention at all in the various all-state selections although 
against Saginaw his work was superior to Boville's of Detroit. Bay City 
had the greatest aggregation of foot ball men this year, I believe, in the his- 
tory of their school. 

Coldwater High and Battle Creek High passed through the season with- 
out defeat but met none of the major teams. 

The selection as submitted is the choice of a chain of critics stretching 
across the state,all names selected being placed in the honor roll. The ex- 
ception is C. Smith of Day City, who, while not named by any, does, I 
believe, belong with any group of star players chosen. 'The absence of 
inter-peninsular contests prevents us getting a line on the foot ball talent 
of upper Michigan where there are undoubtedly some fine players. In the 
past the northerners have always been able to put up a stiff fight and this 
year's crop will probably be heard from, when the men named herein come 
to fight it out for a position on the university teams. 

Altogether it has been a great year in foot ball in Michigan Interschool- 
astic circles. Central of Detroit, should be conceded the championship by all 
with Grand Rapids Central as runner up. Day City Eastern would come 
third or fourth. They had much the same kind of a team as Muskegon, pro- 
bably a trifle heavier, a great back field and one good end; these Muskegon 
also had and Lameraux for good measure. The choice of third and fourth 
place would be largely a matter of prejudice but I firmly believe our north- 
ern neighbors are entitled to it. Saginaw is entitled to fifth place as I 
believe they would have beaten Ann Arbor easily.
